Alexander, who also is not exactly rational as you understand the word, is closer to tho 
personality of lt hodeB. 

I know Henry, know some of what he knew of **uby and didn^t use, and I am without 
doubt that after Belli was out of the case there would have been no trouble risking a 
decent deal with him, for a rather short time in jail. So, whenElmer gives indications of 
this, I find myself wondering about tho defense team, mostly u ertz and Dana, I d guess, 
that would not make s uch a deal. I don't thinkRuby was thoir cheif client. Nor truth.
